January 1828 and that the middle initial A. stands for Andrew. As 
of this date I have no documentation to prove either. The 1850 
Census shows him living in Jackson County, Mississippi and married 
to Cynthia Ann who was also born in Mississippi, Family history 
Says her maiden name was Gill but the LDS records show her maiden 
mame as Eason, which I am more led to believe through the research 
I have done.

; News traveled slowly in the 
5 j early days of Jackson County’s 

Andrew Jackson, county's namesake existence, when there were few 

newspapers in the country and 

word from the government was 

dispatched to its states and ter- 

ritories by messenger. 

One of the most famous battles 
of the War of 1812, led by Andrew 
Jackson, the man for whom 
Jackson County was named, has 
been often called needless, 
because of this lack of com- 
munication. 

The American victory, now 
called the Battle of New Orleans, 
was actually fought 15 days after 
the signing of the Peace Treaty 
at Ghent, which ended the war. 
But neither the men who fought 
and defeated the British, nor 
their leaders in Washington were 
aware that the war was over 
until well after the battle. 

On his way from Mobile to New 
Orleans in late November 1814, 
Andrew Jackson crossed the 
county named for him and 
stories are told about where he

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spent the night along the way. 

Many Jackson Countians 
joined the ranks led by Jackson 
in thaf last battle of the war on 
Jan. 8, 1915. Nearly 2,000 British 
troops lost their lives at the 
hands of the frontier American 
militia. : 

The late historian Cyril Cain in 
his volumes Four Centuries on 
the Pascagoula gives a com- 
prehensive listing of men who 
fought in the War of 1812 from 
the area that is now Jackson and 
George County.

Men who had fought in The 
War of 1812 from other areas of 
the country migrated to Jackson 
County over the years, swelling 
the ranks of veterans of this war 
who lived here. 

Records at the Jackson County 
Courthouse show that some 
veterans received bounty land in 
Jackson County on the basis of 
their service in the war, They 
were: John H. Cunliffe, who had 
served in the Virginia militia; 
Clark Spencer, Levi Taylor and 
John Hicks, Tennessee Militia; 
Samuel Bartlett and Robert 
Dobbins, Kentucky Militia and 
Cherry Brocard, Louisiana 
Volunteers. 

Some of the veterans may also 
have settled in present-day 
Perry and Greene counties, 
because of the change in county 
lines over the years. Township 
One of Greene County was part 
of Jackson County until 1847, 


when traveling to the courthouse 
in Americus proved too in- 
convenient for the settlers in this 
area, 

A Tennessean, Andrew 
Jackson was becoming well- 
respected in the state as a 
military hero and statesman and 
it was decided to name the 
county after him. 

Jackson, who had represented 
Tennessee in the United States 
Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives in the 1790s, developed a 
reputation as a tough Indian 
fighter in the early 1800s. When 
the War of 1812 was imminent, 
he offered his services to Presi- 
dent James Madison, 

In 1814 a good number of 
Jackson County men rallied 
around Jackson when he asked 
for volunteers to help fight the 
Creek Indians who had been 
terrorizing settlers near Fort 
Mims, Ala. He had already 
earned the nickname of Old 
Hickory. The decisive battle of 
this campaign was the bloody 
fight of Horseshoe Bend, which 
resulted in the Creek surrender 
of 23 million acres of Indian land 
to the United States. 

Born in North Carolina, 
Jackson spent most of his life 
around Nashville, Tenn. But the 
future president had ties to 
Mississippi and had entertained 
moving to the state. It was in 
Natchez where he wed his wife, 
Rachel Donelson Robards, who 
had fled there from Tennessee to 
escape her abusive first 
husband. 

A landowner of property on 
Bayou Pierre near Port Gibson 
Since 1790, Jackson twice 
aspired to office in Mississippi. 
He had applied to be governor of 
the Louisiana Territory, but lost 
to Gov. W.C.C. Claiborne. He 
was also unsuccessful in his bid 
for a judgeship in Mississippi in 
1812, just before Jackson County 
was created. 

In 1821, he was made pro- 
visional governor of Florida, 
followed by another term in the 
U.S. Senate. 

When Jackson became the 7th 
president of the United States, 
serving from 1828 to 1836, 
Jackson Countians were proud 


‘ that their county bore his name. 
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Though best known as the nation’s president, the 
namesake of Mississippi’s capital led a fascinating 
frontier life in the Mississippi territory. 


HE YOUNG TENNESSEE LAWYER 
rode purposefully down the nar- 
row Indian trail, red and gold 
autumn leaves crunching and crackling 


beneath his horse’s hooves. Shafts of 


sunlight transformed his bristling sandy 
hair to red fire. He was a man aflame 
that warm fall day, burning without in 
the atmosphere of golden light and 
burning within from the fire of ambi- 
tion. In the heat of driving youth, he 
blazed down the Natchez Trace, a twen- 
ty-two-year-old consumed with a desire 
to make his fortune. 

Andrew Jackson had a date with des- 
tiny as he rode toward the Natchez 
District. Soon this land, as wild and 
unsettled as the man who rode its paths, 
would become the Mississippi Territory. 
The man and the land would become 
great together. 

Jackson had spent several years 
riding the circuits as a lawyer in the 
wilderness of central Tennessee, but he 
knew that settlements and plantations 
were springing up along the Mississippi 
River. Businessmen were needec who 
could bring supplies down treacherous 
rivers and over winding Indian trails. 
Jackson intended to fill that need. 

In the late 1780s, he opened a small 
trading post in the river settlement of 
Bruinsburg in what is now Claiborne 
County. He was well suited to the free 
and easy life of the frontier and lost no 
time in becoming one of the best-known 
and most well-liked men in the district. 

In addition to providing his neigh- 
bors with coffee and tea, Jackson sold 
them other necessities as well—slaves. 
For the rest of his life, Jackson had to 
deal with the charge that he not only 
owned slaves but sold them as well. 
Another serious charge—adultery—

would also haunt Jackson. This accusa- 
tion, like the slave-selling charge, 
resulted from his youthful dealings in 
Mississippi. 

What should have been a private, 
uncomplicated, and joyful event in the 
lives of Andrew Jackson and Rachel 
Robards became an item of public 
interest which gave birth to vicious 
rumors and insulting accusations. Only 
one point has never been disputed: 
Andrew and Rachel. Jackson were 
devoted to each other and their mar- 
riage was a model of faith and constan- 
cy. 

The most likely version of the 
clouded history of Jackson’s marriage 
begins not in Mississippi but in Nash- 
ville in the late 1780s. Nashville was a 
frontier town with few buildings, and 
lodgings were hard to find. Many fami- 
lies with an extra room took in board- 
ers. 

From the Mississippi Territory Jack- 
son had maintained his legal practice in 
Nashville and was in town taking care of 
business. He became a boarder at the 
house of the widow of Colonel John 
Donelson. Here he met Mrs. Donel- 
son’s married gag 
daughter, Ra- 
chel — Robards.

manding man, and Rachel had returned 
to her mother’s home at Robards’s 
insistence. Rachel and Jackson became 
friends, but in the beginning there was 
no romance. In fact, Robards joined 
Rachel in Nashville and she resolved to 
give her marriage one more try. It was 
futile. Robards exploded in another fit 
of violent jealousy, and when he left to 
return to his Kentucky home, Rachel 
vowed never to return to the marriage. 
She did not love Robards and worse, 
she feared him. Soon Robards sent 
word that he wanted his wife back and 
was coming to get her. 

It was too late. By this time, Rachel 
and Jackson had fallen deeply in love. 
The entire Donelson family feared | : 
Robards and saw no alternative but to © 
get Rachel away from Nashville as soon 
as possible. Jackson agreed. She was 
sent to the Spanish-controlled Natchez — 
District to live at Springfield Plantation 
with the Thomas Green family. The 
Greens were old friends of Rachel’s 
family and Thomas Green was a friend 
and business partner of Jackson’s. 

In early 1791 Jackson received the 
news in Nashville that Robards had 
obtained a divorce. Joyfully, he rushed 
down the Trace to Rachel’s side with 
the news that they were free to marry. 
But Jackson’s information was wrong. 
Robards, who resided in Kentucky (not 
yet a state), had petitioned the General 
Assembly of Virginia (which governed 
the area we know now as Kentucky) for 
a divorce charging Rachel Robards had 
eloped with another man. His petition, 
however, was denied. Instead he was 
granted an Enabling Act which only 
gave Robards permission to file for 
divorce. The Enabling Act had been 
granted in November 1790, but 
Robards had not followed through with ° 
the necessary legal action. There had 
been no divorce. 

It seems difficult to believe that Jack- 
son, who was a lawyer and by nature a 
cautious man, would neglect to check

his facts. Some maintain that, as an 
extra precaution, Rachel had obtained a 
Spanish divorce while at Springfield. 
No proof of the divorce has been 
found, but through the passage of time 
and changing of governments, many 
Spanish records have been lost. Until 
his death, W.H. Sparks, a friend of 
Jackson’s who had lived in the Natchez 
District and married into the Green 
family, vowed there had been a Spanish 
divorce. Only one fact is obvious in the 
entire fiasco: Andrew Jackson and 
Rachel Robards had believed they were 
free to marry. 

The wedding took place at Spring- 
field Plantation in the spring of 1791, 
both the bride and groom were twenty- 
four. As the huge oak trees lining the 
entrance to Springfield were budding, 
Jackson and Rachel were married in the 
drawing room of the home. 

The Jacksons spent one week at 
Springfield following their marriage 
and then continued their honeymoon at 
Jackson’s cabin on Bayou Pierre at 
Bruinsville. With no indication of the 
coming furor over their marriage, they 
began traveling to Nashville along the 
old Indian trail Jackson already knew 
well—the Natchez Trace. 

When Robards learned of the Jack- 
sons’ marriage, he filed for divorce 
charging Rachel with adultery. His 
divorce was granted in December 1793. 
The Jacksons remarried in Nashville in 
January 1794, but the insinuations and 
accusations never ceased. From the 
moment Rachel learned of Robards’s 
charge of adultery, her life was devastat- 
ed: “I expected him to kill me, but this 
is worse,” she said. 

Jackson’s temper flared again and 
again over the constant slander directed 
at his wife and he fought more than one 
duel defending her honor. One was 
with a man named Charles Dickinson 
who was known to be a crack shot. 
Dickinson quickly aimed and _ fired. 
Jackson’s rib was punctured. Disregard- 
ing his wound, Jackson took careful aim 
and deliberately killed his opponent. 

How had Jackson, in assuming his 
information about the divorce was cor- 
rect, made such a tremendous blunder? 
It can only be explained within the 
context of their times. The Jacksons 
were two young people from the wilder- 
ness who were very much in love. Laws 
were confusing, especially in areas like 
the Natchez District. Americans were 
living under Spanish laws which were 
different from the British laws that had 
governed the area only a few short years 
before. Who could have guessed that 
the subject would continue to be pur- 
sued and that a frontier lawyer with no

family and no political backing would 

one day be prominent in public life, 

would have a chance of becoming Pres- 
ident? 

During the twenty years following 
Jackson’s marriage, he served Tennes- 
sce as a United States Representative, a 
United States Senator, and sat on the 
Supreme Court of Tennessee for six 
years before being appointed Major 
General of the Tennessee Militia. 
Throughout the years, Jackson contin- 
ued to maintain interests in the Missis- 
sippi Territory. In fact, in 181 0 Jackson 
was already planning to leave Tennessee 
and move to the Mississippi Territory. 
But the War of 1812 changed his 
future. The government calied for 
troops to reinforce General Wilkinson 
from a threatened British invasion at 
New Orleans. Jackson organized a bri- 
gade of 1,400 infantry and riflemen and 
670 mounted riflemen, and on orders 
sent them toward Natchez through the 
coldest weather in memory. Along the 
way, the Tennessee men were joined by 
hundreds of Mississippi volunteers. 
They grouped at Fort Dearborn near 
Washington but conditions at the fort 
were so deplorable Jackson refused to 
camp. He moved his troops to a farm 
down the road. There he waited for 
orders. When they came, they were not 
what he expected. 

Wilkinson had decided that New 
Orleans was in no immediate danger 
from the British and the last thing he 
wanted was Jackson watching over his 
shoulder. He persuaded the secretary 
of war to discharge Jackson’s men and 
demand that Jackson ‘‘deliver all the 
public stores and property in his posses- 
sion into the hands of General Wilkin- 
son, commander of the Seventh Dis- 
trict.” Jackson distrusted Wilkinson 
with good reason (Wilkinson had been 
involved in the Aaron Burr affair and 
would later be proven to be a traitor in 
the pay of Spain) and refused to dismiss 
his men. In effect, the government was 
stranding Jackson's troops, disbanding 
them with no means of returning to 
their homes. The crafty Wilkinson 
hoped to add Jackson’s stranded men to 
his ranks; he did not count on Jackson’s 
devotion to his troops. Risking personal 
financial disaster, Jackson borrowed 
moncy to buy the provisions necessary 
to take his troops home. 

The trip was extremely difficult. 
March rains had turned the roads and 
trails to mush; even small streams were 
swollen and difficult to cross. One hun- 
dred and fifty of Jackson’s men were 
sick. He refused to leave a single man 
behind and hired thirteen wagons and 
twenty-six packhorses to carry the sick. 
That wasn’t enough. The officers donat- 
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ed their horses for the sick, and Jackson 
made the long march on foot, tramping 
through the mud by the sides of his 
men. Jackson wrote, “I have not rode 
twenty miles, the field and staff are and 
have been of foot....” His men 
admired this strong, stubborn man who 
shared their hardships and pain. “He is 
tough,” they said, “‘as tough as old 
hickory.” The troops followed “Old 
Hickory” back to Tennessee. 

To the people of the Mississippi Ter- 
ritory, the War of 1812 was not fought 
over freedom of the seas; it was an 
Indian war—the Creek Indian War. In 
1797 the Spanish had grudgingly ceded 
the Natchez District to the United 
States and the area had become part of 
the new Mississippi Territory, which 
included much of what is now the states 
of Mississippi and Alabama. By 1812, 
the Spanish were firmly entrenched in 
Florida and were gazing longingly to the 
west. With luck and a little interference, 
they hoped their former citizens would 
become disenchanted with American 
rule and wish to return to the Spanish 
fold. President James Madison feared 
for the safety of the vulnerable areas of 
southern Louisiana and the Mississippi 
Territory which were isolated from the 
settled areas of the country. In addi- 
tion, Indian attacks in the area had 
increased and Madison was sure the 
English, with the help of their new 
Spanish allies, were backing them. 

Madison was right. The Spanish at 
Pensacola were supplying the Creeks, 
who lived along the Georgia-Mississip- 
pi-Florida boundary, with weapons. The 
armed Creeks won the bloody Battle of 
Burnt Corn and one month later 

slaughtered more than five hundred 
Americans in the massacre at Fort 
Mims. 

Mississippi panicked. Rumors of 
marauding Indians and impending 
Indian raids swept across the area in 
waves, sending thousands of citizens 
fleeing from their homes. Governor 
David Holmes called out the militia and 
appealed for volunteers in what became 
known as the Great Mississippi Panic of 
1813. 

The Battle of the Holy Ground was a 
turning point in the Creek War. This 
Creek stronghold was well defended 
and according to the medicine men, 
impenetrable by the white man. The 
Americans, aided by the Choctaws and 
their great chief, Pushmataha, attacked 
Creek Holy Ground. When the Creeks 
saw the Americans plunging into their 
sacred ground unharmed, it was their 
turn to panic. 

Andrew Jackson led the fight that 
would end the Creek War. Again with 
the help of Pushmataha and the Choc- 


taws, the Creeks were defeated at the

Battle of Horseshoe Bend on March 27, 
1814. The Creek War was over. 

The British, however, were threaten- 
ing New Orleans again. After Jackson’s 
overwhelming success at Horseshoe 
Bend, his military prowess could not be 
ignored and he was made a major gen- 
eral in the United States Army. Once 
more, Jackson was ordered south to 
defend New Orleans. 

Few homes existed along the river 
banks and trails of the unsettled arcas 
west of the Mississippi River. One such 
home, that of a Methodist minister, 
John Ford, served as an inn for travel- 
ers and as a stockade to protect local 
settlers from Indian attacks. The home 
(south of the present community of 
Sandy Hook) sat about a mile from the 
Pearl River and was along Jackson’s 
route to New Orleans. Saddle weary, he 
sent ahead to ask permission to spend 
the night. Although Jackson’s reputa- 
tion as a hero had spread far and wide, 
so had his reputation for the liberal use 
of profanity. Ford sent word that Gen- 
eral Jackson would be welcome in his 
home if he promised to keep a civil 
tongue. Jackson agreed. 

General Jackson arrived in New 
Orleans in December. The British 
Admiral, Sir Alexander Cochrane, 
boasted he would eat his Christmas 
dinner in the city. Jackson replied, “It 
may be so, but I shall have the honor of 
presiding at that dinner.” The British 
were amused. Jackson’s army was a 
motley group of frontiersmen. The dis- 
ciplined and immaculately dressed 
British troops laughingly referred to 
them, perhaps correctly, as the Dirty 
Shirts. But the British didn’t laugh 
long. 

Jackson placed his troops along an 
old canal that bordered a ribbon of land 
the British had to cross. Three times the 
British attacked. Three times Jackson’s 
ragtag army repelled them. At one 
point during the fighting, Jackson 
thought the aim of his gunners could be 
improved and shouted, ‘“‘Elevate them 
guns a little lower.”’ It must have 
worked. Their troops diminished, the 
British surrendered on January 8, 1815. 
Mrs. Jackson joined her husband in 
New Orleans for a series of celebrations 
which continued in the towns of Natch- 
ez and Washington as the Jacksons 
made their triumphant return to Nash- 
ville. The fact that Jackson’s victory at 
the Battle of New Orleans actually came 
after the end of the war did nothing to 
diminish its importance or Jackson’s. 

The War of 1812 had opened Jack- 
son’s eyes to the problems of transport- 
ing troops rapidly and effectively 
through the undeveloped areas of the 
Mississippi Territory. He believed that 
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for the United States to grow and pros- 
per, transportation must be improved. 

During the peace negotiations with 
the Creeks, Jackson had insisted on 
acquiring a band of land from Tennes- 
see to the Gulf of Mexico wide enough 
for a road. After the war was ended, 
Jackson pushed for the construction of 
a road which would connect the settled 
areas of the upper South with New 
Orleans and Mobile. Jackson supervised 
the project and determined the route of 
the new road which came to be known 
as the Jackson Military Road. The road 
ran from Columbia, Tennessee, 
through Muscle Shoals, Alabama, and 
down to Columbus. From there it fol- 
lowed a south-southwesterly direction 
to Madisonville, Louisiana. It was a 
tremendous undertaking. Work began 
in June 1817 and on August 29, 1820, 
announcement was made of its comple- 
tion. It was one of the finest roads in 
the nation. 


ississippi needed land for 
Mi exzason, and after two failed 

attempts to make a treaty with 
the Choctaws, the Mississippi congres- 
sional delegation asked President James 
Monroe to enlist the help of General 
Jackson. In a letter to John C. Calhoun, 
Jackson replied, ‘‘I had determined to 
never have anything to do again in 
Indian treaties,”’ but, ‘I never can with- 
hold my services when required by Mr. 
Monroe. I owe a debt of gratitude to 
the people of Mississippi and their late 
governor for their support in our late 
struggle with Great Britain; by him and 
them I was well supported. I feel it is a 
duty, therefore, to endeavor to serve 
them, when they, by their representa- 
tions, believe I have it in my power.” 

Jackson returned to Mississippi and 
on October 18, 1820, he finalized the 
Treaty of Doak’s Stand with the Choc- 
taw chiefs Pushmataha and Mashulatub- 
bee. The Choctaws gave up their lands 
in the lower Delta and Central Missis- 
sippi. Soon Mississippi would create a 
new state capital within the newly ceded 
land. It would be named in honor of 
Andrew Jackson. 

No man in history had a more pro- 
found effect on the territory and state 
of Mississippi than Andrew Jackson. In 
return, no area had a more profound 
impact on Andrew Jackson. The man 
and the state grew up together. Missis- 
sippi was Jackson’s “proving ground,” 
and Jacksonian democracy had its begin- 
nings on the rough, muddy trails of 
Mississippi. Mississippi would stand sol- 
idly behind Jackson in his bids for the 
Presidency. When Jackson died in 1845, 
Governor Albert Brown praised Jack- 
son: ‘‘He died . . . full of years and full 
of honors. . . . He was ever the fast and 
unchanging friend of Mississippi.” @

We do not recall any mention of 
the Wright farm, but perhaps some 
readers do and will be able to give us 
some data about its location. The 
South Carolinians were here during 
the week of the Battle of Jackson aa 
1863. 

Dr. D.H. Butts of Jackson wants 
to know how Fortification Street got 
its name. We do not have a defini- 
tive answer, but it seems a sure bet 
that it comes from that street hav- 
ing been generally the northern 
boundary of the city of Jackson dur- 
ing the Civil War. 


R.M. Heath of Ridgeland tells 
how he and E.C. Bowen went 30 
years ago to the site of the signing of 
the treaty of Doak’s Stand to see if 
they could find any evidence of the 
folks who were there, including An- 
drew Jackson. 


Surprised, at such a late date, to 
find anything, they did spot “about 
a dozen round rifle shells, a china 
sherd from the early 19th century, 
gun flints, a pistol barrel and one 
inch sections of long stem tobacco 
paper of the type used in Colonial 
times.” He adds that there were 
some old bricks from the Doaks Inn 
and a number of Choctaw Indian 
shards. 

Heath says he had read that An- 
drew Jackson had carved his ini- 
tials “A.J.” on an old tree at the site 
to mark the place of the SEA: The 


tree is gone, but Heath is sure he put 
his foot in the hole where the trunk 
of that red oak had been. 

He tells another story from the 
lore of Andrew Jackson, detailing a 
visit Old Hickory made to a place 
near present day Ridgeland. He 
won’t vouch for the yarn, but re- 
ports: 

“Andrew Jackson was traveling 
from New Orleans back to Tennes- 
see, going northward along the 
Natchez Trace. He had gone to New 
Orleans to purchase slaves — about 
20 — which were to be put to work at 
his farm. It was during the period 
before he became president. When 
he arrived at the Choctaw Agency he 
was given some trouble by the 
agent, Silas Densmore. I think the 
agency was kind of like a check 
point in the Territory. The way I 
heard the story was that a slave 
owner had to have a slave pair to get 
past the agency ... Well, Jackson 
did not have a pair so the gent de- 
tained them. Jackson went on 
northward to Nashville without the 
slaves, who were sent back to New 
Orleans. Many years later, after 
Jackson became president, he 
sought out the situation of Mr. 
Densmore who was still a govern- 
ment agent at the Choctaw Agency. 
Jackson had him discharged. Dens- 
more found a new job as an agent in 
Alabama and Jackson had him 
fired from that job, too.” 

Merilyn Everman of Creston, 
Towa, asks if we can assist her in lo- 
cating data about B.F. Cox who 


married Melinda Jane McCormick 
on May 23, 1854. We are sorry to re- 
port we have no information. 

An old friend, Glen Shows, who 
used to bea Mississippian, but now 
lives out in Texas, sends us his lat- 
est booklet on family genealogy. 


Glenn has published four of these 
before on other branches of his fam- 
ily, and now adds this fifth one on 
the Berrys, The Simpson County 
Berry Patch. 


. John and Edith Berry were some 
of the earliest settlers in Simpson 
County, which was formed in 1824, 
and Glenn has followed their line for 
six generations. 


Barry reunions, he notes, have 
been held annually since 1960 and 
since 1983 have been held at Strong 
River Baptist Church, on Highway 
472 out from Pinola, on the second 
Saturday of September. 

Shows records that John and 
Edith Berry were members of the 
Strong River Baptist Church, orga- 
nized on Aug. 27, 1827, having 
joined in 1829 and 1831. The log 
building was in use and John be- 
came a messenger of the church to 
the associational meetings. 


The Berry family came to Ameri- 
ca in the 1600s, settling in Virginia, 
and later generations moved to 
South Carolina, then Alabama and 
finally into Mississippi. He has 
most of the names and some infor- 
mation about many.
